The national commander of the 
American Legion says it would 
be "a waste of time" to discuss 
Vietnam and other issues with 
some youthful dissenters and 
has rejected a request to put 
such a discussion on the agenda 
of the Legion convention. 


J. Milton Patrick of Skiatook, 


Ore., was responding to a re- 
quest by the People's Army 
Jamboree, a group organizing 
antiwar demonstrations during 
the Legion convention which 
opeed Friday. 


"We are always interested in 


speaking with these youths," 
Patrick, 54, said Friday, but 
added: "Some that I have seen 
on television, to some things 
have read that were going to 
confront us—to these types of 
individuals, no. I think it would 
be a waste of time. I don't think 
I could sell them my views and 
I don't think they could sell me 
their views."

Hamman made the key play 
of the nine! He did not rush to 
win the ace and lead another 
diamond. There was virtually 
no chance that the ace would 
not later win a trick. 


Hamman had taken that 


critical "second look" and 
realized how important it was 
to keep the declarer from 
getting out of dummy to his 
hand. Hamman was looking at 
the king of hearts in his hand. 
This card was obviously in 
danger of being lost by means 
of a finesse. 


So the answer was to keep 


declarer out of his hand so he 
could not make that finesse! 
Notice that if he does win 
with his ace of spades, de- 
clarer ruffs a diamond return 
with the 10 of hearts, enters 
his hand with the jack of 
spades and finesses the heart 
queen to make his game. This 
is exactly what happened in 
the other room. 


Trick in Dummy 


However, 
when Hamman 


ducked the spade, he forced 
declarer to win the trick in 
the dummy. Declarer, still 
fighting to get to his hand to 
take the heart finesse, led a 
spade to his jack. 


Hamman won the ace and 


now played a third diamond. 
Declarer 
ruffed in dummy 


and tried to ruff a spade to 
get back to his hand, but 
Hamman overruffed to defeat 
the hand one trick. 


Learning to live with the 


problems of handling good 
hands is one thing; learning to 
live with defenders like Bob 
Hamman is another. The Aces 
made a game contract at one 
table and defeated that same 
game contract at the other 
table for a major "swing" in 
international match points in 
favor of The Aces. 


This kind of defensive play 


produced m a n y points in 
Stockholm when The Aces 
won the Bermuda Bowl, em- 
blematic of the world cham- 
pionship, the first for the 
United States since 1954.

The present epidemic ac- 


tually dates back to the early 
1960s, when the disease broke 
out of Indonesia, then spread 
through 
Southeast 
Asia, 


Formosa and Korea. By the 
mid-'60s it had headed west 
through India and Pakistan, 
then the Middle East, Iran, 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 


In Iran in 1965 


Cholera was first reported 


on the south shore of the 
Caspian Sea in the Iranian 
town of Rasht in 1965. It is 
believed the epidemic spread 
across the water to Soviet 
areas on the Caspian Sea 
either that year or the next. 


The industrial 
city of 


Astrakhan, at the mouth of the 
Volga River on the Caspian 
Sea's north shore, has been 
sealed off recently. Volgagrad 
and Ulyanovsk in the Volga 
River Basin are likewise 
affected, as are Odessa on the 
north shore of the Black Sea 
and the resort of Batumi in 
Soviet Georgia. 


There's no word of the 


severity of the Soviet out- 
break, and officials are not 
saying how many people are 
affected by the disease. But 
the government newspaper 
Izvestia gave an indication 
when it reported restrictions 
on movement to and from the 
areas, and said: "Travel from 
the hotbed of the infection is 
completely stopped."

Only a soft shuffle can be 


heard from a little way off. It 
comes from the menagerie 
lent where the big elephants 
sway gently back and forth — 
back and forth — in the gloom 
as they slowly eat from their 
bales of hay. Nearby, a few of 
the animal tenders lie sleep- 
ing in their bright, red cover- 
alls. They are within easy 
reach of the elephants who 
pay them no attention. 


Only the circle of trailers 


edging the circus lot has come 
to life. More than 20 of them 
are parked there, car hitched 
to trailer or stubby camper 
trucks lined up in a sort of 
ridiculous, modern version of 
the old pioneer wagon trains. 


Soft Chatter 


Here families fit on folding 


chairs with their children and 
friends, most of them chatter- 
ing away in softly 
spoken 


Spanish. The dogs — and it 
seems every circus family has 
one or more — have been let 
loose to roam the lot. There 
are all kinds and sizes and 
many of them tag devotedly 
behind a small child. 


They wag their tails in 


canine greeting to other cir- 


they all seem to know exactly 
were Circus City limits are 
and what areas they must not 
invade. 


It's siesta time for some of 


the Big Top performers, who 
take to their trailer homes for 
a brief nap or reading session. 


The scene Circus Day in 


Appleton w a s typical, al- 
though the characters might 
change. In a trailer dressing 
room equipped with bunks on 
each side, a clown was juggl- 
ing three 
Indian clubs in 


practice session. One circus 
matriarch bundled her several 
youngsters 
along with 
the 


family wash and headed for 
the nearest laundromat. 


Midget Princess 


Others took off for town and 


a few hours of shopping, while 
many of them headed for the 
stores near the circus site. 
Tiny, grown-up midget Prin- 
cess Anne, the size of a 2-year- 
old, was one of these. 


Sitting on benches outside 


the budget store were two 
Mexican members of the cir- 
cus, young girls with black 
hair piled high on their heads 
and the performance glitter 
still intack on their eyelids. 
They were to don scarlet midi 
shift 
dresses to serve as 


ushers before dressing more 
glamorously for their eques- 
trian and aerial acts in the 
show. 


A clown, now in sports 


clothes but with while eye 
makeup and huge red mouth 
of greasepaint 
still on his 


face, made a startling sight to 
the ordinary customers in the 
store. 


Out back, the dining tent 


and cookhouse already were 
gone, on the way to the next 
stop at Watertown. Billy Mc- 
Cabe, his right-hand man Lar- 
ry Metcalf, and the 10 cook- 
house workers and waiters, 
had taken off to be ready to 
start breakfast at dawn on the 
new location. All the perform- 
ers and workers had rat en 
their supper of roast-beef. 


mashed potatoes and gravy 
and peas and carrots by 4 
o'clock. The sides of the tent 
began coming down even be- 
fore the last ones were finish- 
ed. The cook tent always rolls 
on schedule. 


In the Big Top, the rows of 


seats bare except for a few 
workers waiting for the jobs 
to start, there was interesting 


activity. That's why the work- 
ers were there, to watch the 
backstage 
scene. 
Aerialists 


were working in one ring. The 
riggers — there are 
three 


with Clyde Beatty-Cole Bros. 
— were quietly busy prepar- 
ing for the night show. 


These are the men who put 


up any equipment that goes 
up in the air, explained a 


young prop man named John- 
ny. The ground men belong to 
the prop crew. There are a 
dozen of them with two or 
three of them older 
men. 


"They sure know their busi- 
ness," s a i d Johnny, who 
joined the circus in June in 
Massachusetts. 


Out near the stage entrance, 


tent flaps now down, there

was a card game going on. In 
the main side entrance way, 
clown Louis Nagy was jug- 
gling several straw hats. In 
the center ring, one of the 
five C r i s p i n s , teeterboard 
acrobats, was strumming a 
guitar while he softly hum- 
med his song to himself. Two 
others were worning on a new 
routine involving poles. 


At one end of the tent, 


members of the flying Apol- 
los were practicing a bit and 
working out with various sized 
youngslers. They were doing 
handstands, leg-ups to should- 
er stands and other acrobatic 
basics that every high-flyer 
must know. This is a circus 
family and members of circus 
families start young — par- 
ents teaching, coaching and 
ciritizing. A girl, about 10, 
stopped working in the end 
ring, stooped down to pat her 
two dogs waiting obediently 
outside the ring. Then back 
she went, working on a head- 
stand. 


Dogs Wander 


Dogs wandered in and oul 


of Ihe big lenl. but never 
entering a ring without invita- 
tion. This was their hour of 
freedom, since they all are 
kept chained at Trailers or 
locked inside during perform- 
ance times. 


In the areaway, at the tent 


entrance, the concessionaire 
lay fast asleep, stretched out 
on his long counter while his 
feathered birds on sticks flut- 
tered around him with each 
little rush of hot wind. 


Outside in the heat, the 


midway looked lonely. Only 
the three flags on top of the 
Big Top gave evidence of life. 
The American flag first, the 
two circus flags across the 
top, one lettered "Clyde Beat- 
ly." the other the word "Cir- 
ci.s " They fluttered straight 
out.

Gun Jammed 


Just as VandenOever and 


Hanlon g r a b b e d Carlson's 
arms, a gun discharged in his 
pocket. It was not determined 
where the bullet struck. Upon 
examining the .25 caliber au-

had 


jammed after the first shot. 
There were several more live 
cartridges in the clip. 


The two investigators pulled 


Carlson from the car and. 
with the help of several other 
men at the scene, managed to 
subdue and handcuff him. No 
one was injured. 


While Carlson was being 


taken to jail, wrecking crews 
leveled his trailer. His car 
was towed to the Grand Chute 
town hall. 


Carlson faces up to five 


years in prison on the felony 
charge.
